Refusal to Credit Stories of Russian 


Victories Said to Be Responsible 


for Austrian Loss.

Przemysl, March 26, via Petrograd

ing to opinion of certain Austrian offi- 
cers who went through the siege. 
The Russian advance was gradual 
and for this reason it would appear 
the Austriaus overlooked its serious- 
ness. They neglected their opportuni- 
ties to bring in provisions in quanti- 
ties when these were presented, and 
later had to pay for this neglect.

>Dr. and Mrs. Abraham Yusseff are 
the only two survivors to reach Amer- 
ica, and they brought the first authen- 
tic information of the fate of the 80,- 
000 Christians who were living In TTru- 
miah.

They are totally 
without funds, having been forced to 
flee on fifteen minutes' notice.

Berlin, March 30, via London — 
The busines situation in Germany is 
regarded as fairly satisfactory and 
considerably better than might have 
9?en expected in view of the war 
All industries, of course, are running 
on a restricted scale chiefly because 
Oi the virtually cessation of over sea 
exports but as a large proportion of 
the skilled workmen went into the 
army, the sharp curtailment in pro- 
duction was not attended by a co'-- 
responding increase 
In 
unemploy- 
ment. 


Women Seek Job«. 
3lore women and girls are seeking 
work In some branches of indus'ry 
than can find employment, but this 
is lar from being the case with the 
men. 
On the contrary, the leading 
:nd'istries of the country are serious- 
ly embarrassed by the scarcity of 
skilled workmen. This is true of 
the coal and iron trade, ship build- 
ine and certain sections of chemical 
industry. 


A pronounced scarcity of workmen 
is reported from the great industrial 
district about Essen. 
The demand 
for coal is greater than the mines 
can meet, although its export baa 
been prohibited. 
Last month condi- 
tions in the iron trade were reflect- 
ed by an advance ,in prices. 
The 
vroduotion of pig iron running about 
.ID per cent of last year would be 
Ri.iII larger if the niecessary labor 
could be obtained. Many branches 
of machinery manufactures and im- 
portant branches of German Indus- 
trial activity are working full time 
or overtime, but here also a scarcity 
of workmen is felt 


Shio Yards V«ry Busy. 
Locomotive car shops are 
busy, 
while shipyards evidently are work- 
ing on bis government orders. 
Two 
companies have stated in annual re- 
ports that they have work on hand 
to last them until 1916, and complain 
of lack of help. 
The export of potash was forbidden 
two months apro. because of the be- 
lief that export to neutral countries 
were beinc used to manufacture ex- 
Dlosires for France 
and 
England. 
The prohibition resulted in a sharp 
contraction in this trade especially 
with the United States. Mine owners 
are seeking government permissions 
to increase the price to compensate 
them for their loss. 
Textile factories engaged In turn- 
ing out the cheaper lines of goods 
are hampered by a shortage of raw 
material. 
The imnort of wool has 
virtually ceased, and woolen rags are 
in sreat demand for making of shod- 
dy, 
some mills are taking to spin- 
ning shoddv yarn. 


Scarcity of Cotton, 
Inadequate receints 
of American 
cotton has raised the price of cotton 
yarns and cloth. Weavers are trvins 
to place long contracts for varn," be- 
lieving the "rices will go higher. 
The_silk trade is doine fairly we>. 
ffood;sized American orders resulting 
in high raw silk prices. The linen 
trade is hamnered by lack of flax 
which comes from Russia 
Bavarian 
peasants are planning: to devote con- 
. siderable land to this hitherto neglect- 
ed crop. 


The retail trade is active only in 
articles of necessity. Luxuries have 
been largely dispensed with. Dress- 
makers are less pressed with spring 
orders than is usual. Cigars and 
chocolates are 
in good 
demand as 
they are extensively used for gifts to 
soldiers at the front. 
Some book 
music publishers report their sales 
good. 


Farmers Bu»y Peoote, 
Farmers are among the busiest peo- 
ple in the empire, for the task of re- 
plenishing the food supply devolves 
upon them anfl thev will have to ac- 
complish it with a diminished number 
of laborers. Conditions have - been 
materially elevated 
by transfer of 
•'ft.y industrial workers to the country 
The usual acres of grain will be plant- 
ed and preparations are being made 
on a laree scale for spring and sum- 
mer work.
